Hunt. Was In Row Boat and Lost 

Oars, floated For Three Hours 
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Carl Muller, manaKer of the Elite 
theater in Waukeean had a thrilling 
adventure which might have 'had a 
more aerioua end. early Wednesday 
when he became lost on the w,aters of 
Gages Lake a'nd drifted about for aev* 
eral hours in an oarlesa boat. 

Mr. Muller left the city at three 
o'clock in the morning with George N. 
Powell and Charles Quiggle and Frank 
Moultoa. They intended to go to the 
lake and spend eevcral hours in hunt- 
ing and then return home. On reach- 
ing the lake they took separate boats 
and made arrangements to meet again 
at the landing within a certain time. 

After Mr. Muller, who is an exper- 
ienced hunter has passed some distance 
out into the lake, he saw a mud hen 
some distance from him and rose to his 
feet to shoot at it. In stooping to get 
his gun he dropped the oars. They 
' were not fastened to the side of the 
the boa^ and floated off into I'l e 
water. Mr. Muller did not* notice this 
until after he had fired his gun and then 
it was to late to ascertain where they 
were. The reeds are thick in the lake 
und these hid the oars from view 
-c;--*T-iv)>huatec..then tried to pull himself 
in nearer the shore of the lake bv the 
aid of the reeds but he could make no 
headway this way as the reeds pulled 
out from the bottom. For several hours 
Mr. Muller drifted about on the lake. 
He called for help but could not raise a 
reply. 

In the meantime the other members 
of the party had returned to the meet- 
ing place. After they had waited for 
, some time for Mr. Muller's return they 
began to get .worried and took their 
boats and went out into the lake look- 
ing for him. They seorched for same 
time but were unsuccessful in locating 
him. 

They returned to shore and were 
about to get the aid of a guide when 
they noticed a small motor boat coming 
In from the far end of the lake. It hud 
the row boat in tow and Mr, Muller was 
seen sitting in the stern. He was near- 
ly exhausted when they helped him step 
to shore and it was nearly an . hour be- 
fore he was able to start on the return 
trip to Waukegan 

Many such accidents have happened 
on Gage's Lake. Several serious cases 
have resulted, from hunters becoming 
lost on its waters.

cow QUARANTINE 
DEFIED AT 

ST. CHARLES 

Murray Akin of St.Charles announc- ' 
ed last week that he has sold the 23 
head of cattle which were brought to 
St. Chorles from Iowa without being 
subjected to the tuberculin teat, and in 
defiance of Gov, Dunne's order. He 
stated that he has sold the cattle to a 
number of persons and that they are 
now scattered in many pahs of north- , 
ern Illinois. ' 

The cattle were shipped from Tripoli, 
!a , and the railroad wuuld not allow, 
them to be unleaded at-St. Charles. At- 
torney D. Harvey Gunsul of Aurora, 
representing Mr. Aklr., secured a writ 
of replevin in the circuit court and 
gained possession of the cattle. 

The Cattle Breeders' and the Milk 
Producers' Association supporting Mr. 
Akin. 

Assistant State Veterinarian Charles 
Pierce of Elgin went to St, Charles j 
August 6, the day after the cattle were ' 
seized, and his purpose was to quaran- 
tine the animals. He said he could not 
locate them. 

Tne opponents to the tuberculin test 
claim that they could not quarantine 
the cattle under the law passed in 1885, 
as it was repealed in 1895. The cattle 
dealers and attorneys wanted the ani- 
mals quarantined, as they claim they 
are anxious to make a legal test of the 
fight to have an embargo on non teste^l 
cattle brought from another state. 

Upholds Tuition Law 

Lake County residents will be inter- 
e e ' in t he announcement from Jack' 
«onville, HI., and which states the up- 
holding of Judge Norman L. Jones in 
the circuit court of Morgan county of 
the State Law which makes it obliga- 
tory upon the directors of school dis* 
tricts wherein no high vchool is main- 
tained to pav the tuition of pupil? who 
desire to attend high school elsewhere. 

The ruling of the judge is of inter- 
esthere as there as two cases now pend- 
ing in the courts of Lake county of a 
similar nature. Iil*onfc of the cases the 
student attends the local high school. 

The cases will be heard dunng the 
present term of court. Just what- effect 
the ruling of the Morgan county Judge 
will have on the local cases has not been 
determined. 

There are many cases of the same 
nature pending in other counties in the 
state in whirh in it has been planned to 
to teat the law. The school trus- 
tees of the various districts apparently 
regard the law as unstable.

Charles, Who Pledged Word to Help 

Kaiser But Was Thwarted, 

Succumbs. 

Petrograd. Oct. 13.— Charles I, king 
of Roumania and member of the house 
of Hoheuzollern. is dead. The sucess- 
slon falls to Prince Ferdinand, a son of 
Charles' brother, Leopold of Hohenzol- 
lem-SlgnmrlnEcn. 

It Is doubtful whether the new king 
will have enough Influence to keep 
Uouraania out of the war. 

The deatli occurred at King Charles' 
country seat at Sinaln. Wallachla. 

At tho beginning of the war King 
Charles was inclined to side with Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary, and was 
reported ready to cast hla lot with 
those countries, but such a course en- 
countered strong opposition In Rou- 
mania, particularly In the legislature. 

Because of a promise ho had made 
to Germany, King Charles desired to 
mobilize tho Roumanian army to as- 
sist Germany in the war. 

Charles 1 was Roumanla'a first king. 
The story of .hie career, spanning 75 
years, la that of a German prince elect- 
ed to govern a Latin people. 

At the age of thirty Klug Charles, 
then a prince, paid court to Princess 
Elizabeth of Wled, with whom ho fell 
In love at sight In Cologne. Tho mar- 
riage followed soon after. 

Prince Ferdinand married Princess 
Marie, daughter of the duke ot Saxe- 
Coburg nnd Gotha. January ID. 1893.

Stronghold After Siege of 

Eleven Days. 



•BRITISH EXPEDITIONARY FORCE 
OF LITTLE AID TO DEFENSE. 



Three Naval Brigades Flee With King 
Albert'! Troops ai Conquerors Takjo 
Posseoalon of City— Sheila From 
German Airships Do Damage at 
Paris— Official Statements Issued at 
Berlin and Paris. 

GERMAN OFFICIAL STATEfvlENT. 

Berlin, OcL 12.— Tho rollowing was 
Issued tonight by tho general ataff: 

Tho city of Antwerp with all Its 
forts Is In our possesiilon. Alain bead- 
quarters report that the Helglan gov- 
ernment accepted our offer to arrange 
that all historical monunienta In tho 
flty be spared as much aa possible, 
niid tho day before the bombardracnt 
a plan showing the iK>8illon of the 
principal architectural features of the 
city was handed to tho German civil 
administration through tho American 
minister. Copies of the plan were 
given to eTer>- artillery commajider. 

The greatest possible coasideratlon 
-was shown. The siege lasted only two 
days 5ince the arst shots were flred 
apaisft the outer belt of forts on Sep- 
Trnber 27. On October 1 the forts 
"ft^T? 6;onned. The Nethe-was crossed 
by o::r artillery and infantrv on Oclo- 
ter 6. 

On October 7. in accordance with 
The Hague coaveciion, an intimation 
of onr intention to bombard the city 
^as sent to the garrison commander, 
-ie declared he would take the respon- 
sibiliiy tcT the bombardment and the 
Bhelling commenced at midnight on 
October 7. Simultaneously an attack 
on the inner fort belt was opened. 

Early on the morning of October 9 
the city could be entered without serl- 
ous resistance. 

At 2:30 o'clock In the afternoon of 
October 9 the city of Antwerp was oc- 
-cupled by German Infantrj- without 
resistance upon the part of the Bel- 
gians, whose conduct was valiant 
However, the effect of the German ari 
tlllerj-. Infantry and marine division 
In the first attack was such that re- 
fiistanc© was futile. A large quantltv 
of supplies was taken by the Germans. 
At the commencement the garrison 
defended itself bravely, but was un- 
equal to the attacks made by our tn- 
fantr>-. artillery and naval division and 
fled in disorder. When the surrender 
of the city was negotiated no military 
could be found. 

The fall of the last Belgian fort- 
ress—of Impregnable Antwerp— was 
due to the extraordinarily flne work 
of the attacking forces, which the kai- 
ser has acknowledged by awarding 
to the leader of the Infantrj*. General 
von Beseler, a decoration for merit. 

The Brazilian mlalster In Berlin 
called togeUier about thirty of his 
countrj-men living In the capital and 
exhorted them to telegraph their rela- 
tives in Brazil, Informing them that 
they are In full enjoyment of securitv 
and liberty. 

Conditions in Germany are abso- 
lutely normal. No one would believe 
that the country is in a state of war. 
All the factories are open and busy. 
Theaters and cafes everj-where are 
well patronized. All trains are run- 
ning according to schedule. 

It la officially stated In Vienna that 
another Ruaelan attack south of Prze- 
xnyel yesterday was repulsed, Therf^ 
after tho Russian retreat became 
general that the -weatern front 
evacuated.

It took tho Germans just 31 days to 
capture one of the strongest fortresses 
In tho world. 

An ofllclal admission that tho Brit-

FRENCH OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

Parlfl, OcL 12.— The following state- 
ment was Issued today by the war 
ministry In Paris: 

On our left wing the German cav- 
alry which waa Ja possession of cer- 
tain crossing on tho Lys and of cer- 
tain points to the east of Aire was 
puraued during the morning of Octo- 
ber 30. In the evening they retired 
to the region of Afmentleres. 

(Aire' is 20 miles from the border. 
In the department of Pas de Calais, 
and Arznentleres la a town on tho 
Belgian frontier 20 miles east of Aire.) 
Between Arras and the Olse the en- 
omy made a spirited attack on the 
<ight Jbank of the River Ancre with-

32 miles northeast of 
Ghent), and 2.000 of tho men were In- 
terned In Holland. 

The retreat of the Belgian army was 
accomplished successfully. , • 

The losses of the British naval bri- 
gades probably will be less than three 
hundred out of a total of 8,000 men. 

The fall of Antwerp Is evidence that 
even tho most powerful forts are no 
match for tho dossal howitzers which 
the Invaders have successfully em- 
ployed against every fortified place 
that stood In their way. These huge 
euna open gaps through which the be- 
siegers find an entrance for tholr field 
artillery and Infantry. 

Enter Through Berchem. 
The Germans, after shelling the city 
Itself for many hours, making It un- 
tenable, entered the town through the 
suburb of Berchem, to tho easL They 
had made a breach In the outer line of 
forts, some of which were destroyed 
by the big guns and others blown up 
by the defenders. 

The Germans followed similar plans 
In dealing with the inner belt of forts 
and at the samo time threw shells into 
the city wt(Ich set aflro many places. 
The inner forts, Ilko those farther out 
soon succumbed to the enormous 
shells, and on Friday moniing several 
of these forts had fallen, opening the 
way for th© Germans Into the city. By 
midday they were In occupation of the 
town and at 2:30 In the afternoon tho 
war banner on tho cathedral was re- 
placed by a white fing. Indicating sur-

Belgian Army Flees. 
A few forts continued to hold out, 
and It was not until 11 o'clock In the 
morning- that the Germans, according 
to their own official repori, were In 
complete possession of tho city and 
fortresses.

On tho Batllo Front, via Paris. OcL 
14.— Tho whole German front is pre- 
paring to take tho offensive along a 
baitlellne no less than three hundred 
niUcB long. 

German cavalry' has advanced with- 
in thirty miles of Ostend; Ghent, ac- 
cording to a dispatch -to tho l^ndon 
Star from Ilotterdam, has been cap- 
tured by tho Invaders; Uhlans, screen- 
Ing a heavy Prussian force, have been 
encountered ail through tho territory 
west of Lille. 

These are nuineuvers covering tho 
establishment of tho new Belgium bat- 
tle lino reaching out from and con- 
nectlng with tho German right wing 
la Franco. 

Between Arras and the Olse the en- 
emy l^as rcnowed his attacks with in- 
creasing fury; the plateau north of 
SolBsons continues to bo tho scene of 
vigorous offenslvo movements by tho 
kalser-fl forces, and Verdun, for eight 
weeks under almost incessant fire from 
tho German guns, now Is to be made 
tiio target of tho mouater howitzers 
that reduced Antwerp. 

DcUort, loo. Is to bo battered by tho 
niunater siege guns. 

The fall of Antwerp was essential to 
the consummaUou of far greater and 
moro stupendous plan of campaign 
being Initiated by the German staff, If 
for no other reason than that It sig. 
naled the crushing of Belgium, making 
three-quarters of the kingdom solidly 
held by tho kaiser; it eliminated Ant- 
werp as a thorn in the side of Ger. 
many, and lastly and most ImportanU 
it released 130,000 raou and the bo- 
aloglng army's big guns, making them 
available for active oporations against 
the more formidable opjionent In 
trance which tho kaliier could not 
move. 

This force under General von Boso- 
ter. it is expected, will shortly swing 
In the southWGSteriy diroction, seeking 
a Junction with tho army under Gen- 
eral von Bochm. who Is supporting von 
KJuck just over the border. 

The attempt of this Antwerp at- 
acking army to effect this junction in 
Ita westward movement toward tho 
coast will be the signal, niilltarv ox- 
ports here believe, for a general at- 
tack along tho whole German battle 
front. 

The French gencnil staff has antlcl- 
I>ated this Bl>-atcgy and during the 
past week is reported to havo concen- 
trated sulficlent troops at Ostend. in- 
eluding the newly arrived British 
forces, the Canadian regiments, who 
are reported to havo arrived there, 
and the Belgians, who have como to 
Antwerp, to be ready to meet the now 
Gemmn front. 

The greatest activity In Franco aside 
rrofti the cavalry movements west of 
Llllo occurred In the region df Las- 
signy, Boye. Lena and Arras. Tiio 
heaviest fighting took place at Lena, 
whero repeated assaults by tho Ger- 
mans were repulsed with great losses, 
according to the French oOlclal com- 
munique. *

Paris, — Tho stream of wounded from 
tho battlfifleldy of the Mnrno and the 
Ourcq Is bclnB dlroclod pust Paris to 
hoapltals In tho rear, for tho obvious 
rcofion that until It la nuHo cortuln 
that Paris will not liavo to defend hcr- 
BRlf agalHBt attack It would be unwiao 
to All tho arapio hoHpltal accommoda- 
tion of the capital. 

In tho American hospital only BR of 
those BOO beds nro occupied. I came 
ncroBH a soldier of the Sixth draROona. 
suffering from a buUnt wound In tho 
hip thai he ROt at Complegne. The 
night before Iho battle jila squadron 
was on outpost duty. Some firing had 
been heard, and he rode ahead of tho 
squadron to see what was happening, 
believing that Kroncli cavalry were 
engaged with the Germana close at 
hand, lie cantered along a moonlit 
road until suddenly In the shadow of 
some trees he fobnd himself In tho 
mlUst of a group of German horse- 
men. Ho had hlH carbine across the 
neck of his horse and fired point blank 
into the breast of a German trooper 
wltti whose horse his own came Into 
collision. The German was as quick 
with hla weapon, and both men fell to 
tho ground, the Gcrmon dead, the 
Dritlsh with a bullet through his hip. 
An Instant later the squadron came 
clattering up and cut the German de- 
tachment, about thirty strong, to 
pieces. _*■ 

Haa Strong Prejudice. 
The British dragoon has seen things 
which have given him a strong preju- 
dice against the enemy. In a Belgian 
village he saw the yet warm corpse of 
peasant woman who had been struck 
down by a uhlan's lance. The uhlans 
were riding out of the village as tho 
British rode In. and the man who 
killed the woman did so because she 
could not or would not give him some 
bread. 

Once on patrol duty he came acroas 
a stationary motor car. In It were 
three French offlcers and a lady, all 
dead, all sitting In tjie position In 
which they were when they died. A 
volley had been poured Into the car. 
The lady's hand hung carelessly over 
the side of the car, and the lingers 
showed marks of rings which had been 
roughly stripped off. 

Our cavalrymen were, he added, a 
good deal pestered by the enemy's 
aeroplanes during the retreat from 
Mons. Whenever a German aeroplane 
appeared over a bivouac the order was 
given to change camp, and weary men 
and horses had to move further on. 
One man told In .a voice from, which 
the bitterness had not yet passed of a 
breakfast lost in this way. The meal 
almost assumed the proportions of a 
feast. Two geese and three hens he 
and his mates had prepared for them- 
selves, and just when they were ready 
to take them from the fire the enemy 
appeared In force, and the breakfast 
had not only to be abandoned, but to 
be abandoned to the Gerauuia.

Tlie number of French priests serv- 
ing with tho colors is a good deal 
larger than has been Imagined, and it 
Is stated authoritatively today that as 
many as 19,000 priests aro enrolled as 
combatants. Tho deparluro of the 
cardinal archbishop of Mallncs from 
the Gare St.' Lozare gave rise last 
night'? to a picturesque scene. The 
archbishop was fully robed, and stood 
on tho platform surrounded by a large 
crowd of priests and others who have 
sympathized keenly with tho Belgians 
In their struggle. As the train left the 
station' he stood In the carriage bow- 
ing to those on the platform— an as- 
cetic llgure of the Richelieu type, a 
man of dominant personality, with a 
charm of pose and expression that 
made one realize how keenly his work 
la appreciated by his countrymen In 
Belgium. 

Loss of Horaea Appalling. 

The wastage of horses during the 
present war has admittedly been ap- 
palling. At the St. Lazare terminus 
today I met a general with some 200 
men of the Ninth French dragoons. 
They had no horaos left and had 
come to pick up some at present wait- 
ing in Paris, They wore then taking 
an eastward-bound train as far aa 
Chateau Thierry. Their purpose was 
to harass the retreat of the Germans, 
who at this point In the firing line 
are suld to bo utterly exhausted. 
Whole sections of theniinre being cap- 
tured helpless after three sleepless 
nights. Kven tho sentries are asleep, 
and every man capable of doing so 
has crept Into a baru or other shelter 
to get some rest. 

The heroism displayed by the Brit- 
lali troops Is the subject of admiring 
comments In tho French papers. Tho 



Uberto glvoa some striking cxamplofl. 
On qno fKicttslon the Germans In con- 
siderable force tried to enter a t«vn 
occupied by British troops. One Scot- 
tish detachment was entrusted with 
the task of checking the. advancing 
Germans till the Kngllsh troops suc- 
ceeded In retiring In good order. 

They took up a position In the first 
house in tho town. Tho Germans di- 
rected a violent fire upon tho houses, 
which soon" threatened to bury the de- 
fenders under their ruins. The Ger- 
man attack slackened, and the Scots 
realized that tho enemy was prepar- 
ing to take up a still better position. 
During the lull a Scottish sergeant 
who occupied a grocery, discovered on 
tho shelves several packets of choco- 
late, and turning to his men told 
them, "I'll give a bar of chocolate to 
every man who kills a German." When 
the attack was resumed tho sergeant 
gravely proceeded to distribute tho 
promised rewards. 

Show Great Bravery. 
The day after the same regiment 
was fxicupylng a trench, swept by vio- 
lent ride and artillery fire, when two 
privates noticed that a Frenchman at- 
tached to tho battalion aa Interpreter 
occupied the most exposed spot In the 
trench. One private said: "The 
Frenchman Is badly placed, let's widen 
his trench" and during a minute, pay- 
ing no attention to the hall or bul- 
lets and shrapnel, tho privates deep- 
ened the trench, and with the same 
calm resumed their places. 

The correspondent adds that the 
bravery of the English Is truly admir- 
able. Although they had suffered 
heavily, tlie English never flinched an 
Instant when Informed that one of 
their heat units had Just been annihi- 
lated. They remained silent for a 
few seconds and then answered with 
wonderful determination: "Never 
mind. One day we will have the beat 
of It" 

Every newspaper la anxious to^ pay 
tribute to British bravery and prow- 
ess. After their to'lng retreat from 
Belgium the French are delighted that 
the British should participate In the 
more congenial task of pursuing the 
Germans. "We are happy," says the 
Journal dea Debata, "that, after hav-' 
Ing at one time occupied the thank- 
less position at Mons and Cambral, 
our allies have tho satisfaction of be- 
ing with the advancing wing of our 
forces on the side where most tro- 
phies have been won." 

Still They Came On. 

A Coldstream guardsman, writing of 
the fighting near the forest of Com- 
plegne. compares the sight of the 
Germans Issuing from the trees to a 
cup-final crowd at the Crj'stal palace. 

"You couldn't miss them. Our bul- 
lets plowed Into them, but still they 
came for us. 1 was well Intrenched 
and my rlfie got so hot I could hardly 
hold It. I was wondering if I should 
have enough bullets when a pal 
shouted, 'Up. guards, and at 'em.* The 
next second he was rolled over with 
a nasty knock on the shoulder. He 
jumped ui» and hissed. 'Let me get at 
them.' His language was a bit strong- 
er than that. 

"When wo really did get the order 
to get at them we made no mistake 
I can tell you. They cringed at the 
bayont!t, but those' on our left wing 
tried to get oround us. and after rac- 
ing as hard as we could for qulto 
three hundred yards, we cUt up nearly 
every man who did not run away." 

Ueferrlng to the cavalry he writes: 
"You have heard of the charge of 
the Light Brigade. It was nothing to 
our charge. 

Slash and Slash. 
, "I saw two of our fellows who were 
unhorsed stand back to back and 
slash away with their swords, bring- 
ing down nine or ten of the panlc-j 
stricken devils. Then they got hold 
of the stirrup straps of a horse with- 
out a rider and got out of the melee. 
This kind of thing was going on all 
day. 

"In the afternoon I. thought we 
should all get bowled over, as they 
came for us In their big numbers, 
\Vhore they came from goodness 
knows; but as wo could not stop them 
with bullets they had another taate 
of the bayonet. My captain, a flno fel- 
low, was near to hie and as he fetched 
them down he shouted: 'Give, them 
socks, my lads." How many were 
killed and' wounded 1 don't know, but 
the field was covered with them."

It was recently announced that tho

but. unless It Is wounded, It will nearlr 
always keep on with the rest. 

If the battle Is lost, and the amir 
Is driven from the field in contusion, 
the ownerless horses will return to 
camp or remain on tho field, oCtea 
galloping about In military formation, 
but avoiding the wounded. 

An army horse knows the trumpet 
call as well as Its rider, and when a 
squadron forms up to charge it will 
strain at the bit, anxious to be off; 
but It does not like. waiting doing noth- 
ing, especially if exposed to fire. 

Many* attempts have been made to 
extend the Geneva convention to an- 
imals; the proposal has received 
sympathy everywhere, but nothing 
definite has yet been done, though 
©very soldier does his best for hla 
steed so far as In him lies. 

In this war the purple. Instead of 
red, Genevan cross has been adopted 
by British horse lovers who Intend to 
follow the battle lines to minister to 
wounded horses, and to assist rider- 
lees charges to escape hunger.
